Execution of Dr. Webster.
Boston, Friday, Aug. 30.

This morning, Professor John White
Webster suffered the extreme penalty of
the law, for the murder of Dr. George
Purkman in the Baston Medical College,
on the 23d of Novemler, 1849.

The execution took place wn the yard ol
the Leverctt street Jail, in presence of
about three hundred persons, who were in-
vited to attend by Shenff Eveleth.

Among those adinitted 10 the jail yard
were several reporters for the press of the
Atlantiz ritics.

Afier his fumily left him last night, as
he confidently alleged, in perfect unconsei=
ousness of his coming fate,he was searched
and placed in »new eell, in order 10 pre-
vent any attempled suicide.

Rev. Dr. Putnam left him at 9 o'clock
last night, and from that time tll 12, he
passed the time in devotional conversation
with his waichers. At 12 he lell inio a
short deze, but did not sleep heavily—
awaking el times and conversing—he
spoke of his impendiag fute with forttude
and resignation, and seemed quite grateful
that the time of his death had been kept
from his family., He expressed the deep-
ext penitence for his erime, and his sense
of the full justice of his senience and exe-
oution.

At the various noises of the dawning of

a new day he seemed 10 be somewhat agi-
tated, but soon regained his composure.

By advice he breakfasted upon tea with
bread, ioviting the officers to partake with
him, and furnishing them with bread.

He made the preparations for ascending
the scaffold with firmness.

The house tops and windows adjoining
the jail were crowded with persons—among
whom were many ladies. The sircets pear
the jail were also erowded, but not densely.

A1 9 clock this morning the last relig
jous ceremonies was commenced by Dr.
Pulpam, consisting of a fervent prayer.
He invoked the presence of 1le £piril and
grace of God for him, so sonn 10 die. He
prayed that the prisoner's repentance
might e accepled, and that be might be
prepared o meet deuth.

He prayed for the prisoner’s family,that
the consolation of Giod's presence and
grace might be theirs, that when their
time of death should have come they might
meet the prisoner in Heaven, where there
wouid be no severing of the tics of affec-
non.  Also,for the family of the murdered
mon.  He prayed for the Skeriff, bis as-
sisints generally. and for the officers o

and for all persons. Aboul twenty miaules
past nine, the prisoner was brought out to
die. Alter the prayer the prisoner’s arms
were pinioned, and with a firm step he
marched to the gallows by the side of Dr.
Putnam. His face was as fleshy as when
he was arresied, though of a deathly palor.
His look was that of one who had commit-
ted deadly sin, and was about 1o pay for
it with his life.

While the Sheriffl was reading the death
warrant Webster was conversing with Mr.
Putoam spparently with unusual earnest-
ness ; ot the conclusion his legs were then
pinioned and the rope placed about his
neck, which caused his face to blush,
There were evident signs of suppressed
powerful feeling. The black cap was
placed on his head, the Sheriff proclaimed
with a loud voice that ke was about 1o do
execution on the body of John W. Web-
ster, for the murdes—of G. Parkman,

The commencement of the approach of
death caused a movement ol the body of
the prisoner, whose face was hid from
view. The spring was touched, ai twenty
minutes before ten o'clock, and, with a
fall of nearly eight feet, the murderer of
Dr. Parkman was launched into Eternity.
Hle died apparenuy with scar cely a strug-
sle,

* The body alter remaining suspended for
half un hour, was taken down and exam-
ined ; life was found to be extinct, and it
was placed in a jnil e ffin, for transmission
al a late hour of the night, to kis Iate resi-
dence in Cambridge ; from whence it was
expected tobe privately intered on Senday,
in the Mi. Auburn cemelry, according to
the prisoner’s request,

His wife and doughters visited him in
his cell for the last time on Thursday at 3
P. M., and remaincd with himj{or scveral
hours. They had been in the hebit of
visiting him weckly, on that day. They
were kept in entire ignorance ol the day
fixed lor the execution ; the first inte.li-
gence therefore ol bis death, will como but
a few hours before the arrival of the corpse
at the dead of night—and no pen in human
hands mny picture the agony of the scene.

No new confession was made, as was
reported would be the casc, and no new
slatement have come to light as yet, since
the execution. The reportthat he lefi any
other statements, o be opencd afier his
death, is not believed.

Session, but as other engagements preven-
ted our attendance except part of the day
on Wedneaday, we must limit ourselves to
a brief notice of what fcll under our ob-
servation.

On Sunday siternoon, the 25th ult,
Rev. Geo. B. Ide, D.D., of Philadelphia,
by previous imvitation delivered an elo-
quent diseourse in the lecture room of the
Academic building before the * Society
for moral and religious Inquiry,” from L.
Chron. xii. 82, “ Men which Lad under-
standing of the times, to know what srael
fought to do.” The speaker gave a bold
and vivid portraiture of the present stir-
ring times," and was listened to with close
attention, by & large and intelligent audi-
enco.

About 1 o'clock to-day, two houses be-
longing to George Mestler, at Nescopeck
Forge, and conlaining about 20 persons,
were swept half a mile down the creek—
only two men were saved ; the houses
lodged among some trees, and were dashed
to pieces. No pames given, and nooe of
the bodies recovéred ; Forge very much
damaged ; five houses and one saw.mill
destroyed.
Two heavy breaks have occurred in the
Canal between Berwick and Lockport.
It is reported 1hat 91 lives have been lost
by the Nescopeck catastrophbe.

It was reported by stage passengers at
Danville yesterday, that the Schuylkill
Navigation is so much damaged that it
can not be repaired in time to be used
this senson, und it will tuke six or seven
weeks to repair the Reading Railroad .

—The flood prevented our receiving any
Eastern papers yesterday; but from yes-
terdny’s Philad. News brought this morn-
ing by a passenger, we quote us follows :

At Reading the water rose to between
3d and 6th st=. oo Franklin, an d many of
the inmates were drowned. About 30 livea
have been lost. Two small iron bridge
above Mohrsville, were also carried away,
the bridge ut Mohrsville and sbout ten
bridges from that to Phoenixville, princi-
pally small ones. Up to 4] o'cluck yes-
terdny, there had been no communication
between Poutsville and Reading. A large
portion of the conal embankment was
swept sway, and any number of canal
boats.
